died in 1679 in Ipswich. Our *Christo- 
pher followed his mother, who had 
married the elderly Thomas Rowell, to 
Andover in 1650, shortly after his own 
father’s death. His sister Mary was 
already here as the wife of John Love- 
joy, emigrant, Debora, in 1663, after 
the death of her step-father, marrying 
John Russe. *Abigail married Sher- 
burne Wilson of Ipswich(?), and the 
Jaseph Wilson who was the first of the 


Anpover, MASS | Name in Andover, and who married 


John Lovejoy’s daughter in 1670, was 
perhaps either the young brother-in- 
law or the step-son of Abigail. *Thom- 
‘as Osgood, born after his father’s 
death, married Susanna Lord, moved 
to Andover, where he lived until after 
the birth of his eleventh child in 1694, 
and it is supposed that he went to 
South Carolina in the Dorchester emi- 
gration about 1697. He had eight 
daughters, whose advent among the 
Southern cavaliers must have been a 
windfall in the days when’ wives 
bought in England or the colonies, 
paid their passage by winning a dowry 
of fifty acres of thecommon land. The 
Osgood girls with their brothers held a 
good square mile. 

Our valiant young Capt. Christopher 
may have inherited the ‘knack’ of 
mill-building from grandsir Fowler, 
and, perhaps, was a partner in some of 
Thomas Rowell’s schemes. -Rowell’s 
Folly Brook, rising south of the old 
road from William to John Foster's in 
the West Parish near an old burying 
ground, perhaps emptying into the 
Shawshin at Frye Village, may have 
been the site of an evrly venture. The 
curious old records of Hampton Court 
1649 give the trials of John Bailey and 
Thomas Rowell of Salisbury with wives 
‘in old England. John’s spouse utterly 
refuses to come over, and, he is let off. 
from trying to fetch her. Thomas has 
another woman to deal with. She 
pleads sickness. ‘He shall not be con- 
strained to fetch her, only to use what 
means he can to get her across.”” They 
are both exempted from military duty 
on account of age, showing that it was 
our Andover Thomas who had the af- 
fliction, and his wife’s probable death 
later gave him the widow Osgood in new 
scenes. Youny Thomas and Valentine 
remain in Salisbury, while a signature 
here in 1690, on the paper concerning 
William Chandler’s license, headed by 
his opponent Christopher Osgood, has 
Samuel Rowell’s name. 

I fancy that the family of Christopher 
, Osgood iu the early days thought more 
| of wealth than of cu'ture. Christopher 
} and Samuel Frye, his heighbor, built 
the Frye Village mulls, perhaps grist

topher came over to the South Church 
in 1710. He had been representative 
to the General Court between 1690 and 
1709, and was in prison with John Os- 
good for resisting the tax of Andros in 
1689. His military record was a long 
service. He lost a servant, Daniel 
Blackhead, in 1677, when the Parker 
and Phelps boys were killed by Indians 
and he is building blockhouses with 
speed at Peter’s and Deer’s Jump Fords 
on the Merrimac in 1703. His daugh- 
ter Mary, wife of John Marston, lies in 
Salem Jail with the other witches, and 
father Christopher signs the petition 
‘to favor and pitty us in our troubled 
state.’ On the great trial day, he was 
one of the Andover jurymen. THe was, 
in his early days, a plucky tempered 
man. Bailey, p. 607, gives his contest 
with Thomas Johnson over a hoe, even

The cousin of his mother, 
born: the same year, son of *Thomas, 
Rev. ‘Samuel Osgood of New York, 
pastor of the Church of the Messiah, 
writer of successful religious periodi- 
cals, indicates a development along 
new lines in the !ater generations, 
quite marked in the western branches, 
with an occasional lawyer and mission- 
ary. C. H. A. 


How to Grow Gladioluses. 

Gladiolus bulbs, to come out in good 
order in the spring, should be kept cool 
and dry during winter. Overrich soil] 
and too much moisture have much to do 
with the degeneration of this fine flow- 
er, according to a successful grower, 
who writes as follows in Gardening: 

My soil is extremely sandy. For the 
gladiolus I use no strong manure what- 
ever, in fact, if a pretty well manured 
crop of corn or some other rank grower 
has occupied the land during the previ- 
ous season, I have the ground merely 
plowed up in the spring and have the 
bulbs planted without additional prepa- 
ration. Planting begins about April 1 
and is usually ended by May 1. From 
early in June till the end of August we 
have a tropical heat, the thermometer 
ranging from 70 degrees to 85 degrees 
and 90 degrees. This, however, does not 
disagree with the gladiolus, unless the 
weather happens to be very dry as well 
as hot; in that case the plant suffers, es- 
pecially if the flower stalk is showing, 
at which time a soaking rain is of great 
benefit. Toward the end of September, 
or indeed sooner with some vurieties, 
the leaves begin to change from a lively 
green color to a yellowish brown, show- 
ing that the season’s growth is at an 
end. Then digging up begins, each dig- 
ger being followed by a boy who cuts off 
the stalks as soon as the plants are taken 
from the ground. The bulbs are dried, 
not in the sun, but on airy shelves, and 
the roots are cleaned off during rainy 
days, or any time during the winter, 
whenever that is convenient.

LAST WEEK IN NEW YORK. 


For Free Cuba. Novel Rapid Transit 
Schemes. The New Columbia. 


SPECIAL FOR THE TOWNSMAN. 


» New Yorx, May 5. 

For Cuba libre is the watchword of 
the patriotic members of the Junta in 
this city! All is now nearly ready for 
the equipment of an armed fleet of 
vessels, that is expected soon to sail 
from New York Harbor heavily laden 
with ammunition and supplies, and be 
instrumental in bringing the Revolu- 
tionary struggle to a decisive point, at 
an early date. ‘As stated in these col- 
umns over a month ago, preparations 
have been quietly in progiess many 
weeks for this expedition. Definite 
negotiations are now being completed, 
by the Junta here, with a New Jersey 
ship building company, for the imme- 
diate fitting out of several ships. 

The largeat steamer yet chartered by 
the patriots, is the staunch freighter, 
Magentic. She is of Scotch build, 210 
feet long, 27 feet beam, and is 
equipped with modern triple expan- 
sion engines. Smaller ships are being 
purchased and hired. The steamboat 
Rosedale from Bridgeport is landing, 
every trip, boxes of cartridges fromthe 
Union Metallic Cartridge Company. 
It is reported 50,000 45 calibre revol- 
vers have been ordered from the Colt 
Arms Co., Hartford, Conn., and 15,000 
rifles from the Winchester Arms Co. 
The Pratt Whitney Company is said to 
be making several gatling guns under 
contract from the New Yortk Junta. 
Maceo’s call for arms will be heeded. 

* * * * * * * 

Several years ago there was appoint- 
ed a commission, headed by William 
Steinway, to carry on a formal inves- 
tigation relative to the most feasible 
method of providing the city with an 
adequate rapid transit system. Dis- 
sention prevailed among the members 
of the committee during the first years 
of their sessions, and. they have 
seemed to consider, from the first, 
that the greater complexity of schemes 
before them, the better, so that to-day 
the city is little nearer practical rapid 
transit by reason of their efforts than 
when these, officials were installed in 
their undertaking. Asa result of the 
public’s demand for a quick solution of 
this apparently puzzling problem, the 
Manhattan Railway Company, which 
controls all the elevated lines within the 
city limits, has come forward and of- 
fered, with certain concessions, to pro- 
vide at once a thorough transit system, 
by an extension of their present struc- 
tures and equipment. It is proposed 
to build above the present structures 
additional express tracks; their sup- 
ports to be independent of the lower 
local track, and to extend the mileage 
of the east and west side lines upon a 
large scale, so that express trains may 
be run through from the Battery to 
Yonkers. There will be only about 
five stations on these express tracks, 
between the Battery and the Harlem 
River, and they will be reached from 
the street by means of elevators. The 
entire construction will be at a cost 
of not less than $20,000,000. 

It must not be imagined that it is 
through ary spirit of philanthrophy 
that this project is now brought for- 
ward. The present elevated lines 
carry 600,000 passengers daily, and if 
this number would not be increased 
by the extension of the system, Mr. 
Russell Sage, who is at the head of the 
Manhattan Company, would not give 
it the slighest sanction, even if the 
company lost one dollar and the public 
received vast accomodation thereby. 
Mr. Sage realizes that it is a sound fi- 
nancial investment, and it is probable 
that the city will grant the railway the 
desired privileges. 


* * * * * * * 


The new Columbia College grounds 
and buildings at Morningside Heights, 
were dedicated ou Saturday. Besides 
President Seth Lowe, and the col!ege 
faculty, there were present, Gov. Mor. 
ton, Mayor Strong, President Eliot, of 
Harvard, BisLop Potter, President 
Schurman, of Cornell, Cornelius Van- 
derbilt and many other representative 
men. The situation of the grounds is 
ideal. Morningside Heights is a plat- 
eau running paralell with the Hudson 
River, a few miles north of the old 
High Bridge. On!y a few of the in- 
tended buildings are completed, but 
nearly all are under course of constrtic- 
tion. All that money can provide in 
the way of modern university equip- 
ment has been lavished upon this in- 
tellectual centre. The college now 
starts with renewed stimulus and with 
a far more comprehensive field than it 
ever before enjoyed. Columbia has a 
great future, A. C. M.

Butter Trade ona Fairly Steady 
Basis. 


Opening of New Season For Cheese —Egg 
Trade Is Slow—Fair Jobbing In Maple 
Sugar and Syrup-—Live Stock and 
Wool. 


Boston, May 6.—The butter market 
has gained a little more strength this 
week, and trade is progressing on a fair- 
ly steady basis, but buyers refuse to 
respond to any further advance. Only 
a small portion of the receipts show full 
grass flavor, and but few people want to 
buy for cold storage until the quality 
improves. At the very low prices rul- 
ing two weeks ago, some purchases were 
made to put away, and the new year 
starts with about 3000 tubs of April 
make on hand, in addition to the 1500 
tubs of old butter which were carried 
over. 

Several of our dealers deprecate the 
action of those who began storing so 
early, while others think it was better 
to do that than to let the surplus lie 
around to depress the market. We 
mention this matter, first to show how 
the large receipts were cléaned up, and 
second, to show that there is an oppor- 
sition to storing butter before full grass 
is struck. 

The statistical situation, generally 
considered, is satisfactory. The sum- 
mary of receipts, exports and consump- 
tion for the trade year indicate a grati- 
fying increase in the futter trade of 
Eoston as .compared with the previ- 
ous year. Receipts increased 14 per 
cent, exports 200 per cent and consump- 
tion 12% percent. The stock of old but- 
ter on hand at the close of April was only 
1500 tubs, against 15,000 tubs last year. 

In the cheese market the main feature 
is the opening of the new season and the 
arrival here of a few fancy lots from New 
York state. These have been put on sale 
at 84% to 9 cents, but for the ordinary new 
make no'more than 6 to 8 cents can be 
quoted, and this without any sales of 
importance. The old stock is cleaning 
up at 9 to 10 cents for best fall and 8 to 
8% cents for early make. . 

There has been a slow egg trade, and 
receipts are hard to clean up. For 
strictly choice fresh western in pack- 
ages for storing 11 to 11% cents has been 
obtained, but 11 cents was a top price, 
and plenty of ordinary stock could be 
bought at 10% to 10% cents. Fresh east- 
ern rule at 11% to 12 cents,but sell slow- 
ly. Receipts both here and at New York 
have been very large the past two days, 
and dealers who are putting away stock 
in cold storage do not feel much en- 
couraged. . 

Beans continue’slow of sale on basis 
of $1.12% to $1.15 a bushel for choice 
marrow pea and mediums. 

Low prices are still the rule for pota- 
toes, 25 to 27 cents a bushel, and there is 
no prospect of a rise this season. 

The maple sugar and syrup season is 
over, so far as shippers and receivers 
are concerned. There is still a fair job- 
bing trade.

WEATHER-CKOP BULLETIN, 


Report of New England Burcaa 
For the Week Ending May 5. 

Boston, May 6.—Following is the 
weather-crop bulletin, issued by the New 
England section of the United States 
agricultural department, J. Warren 
Smith, director: 

‘The weather for the week ending May 
4, 1896, in New England, has been gener- 
ally pleasant, but cool. Only light show- 


ers have fallen in any section, and while | 


the condition of the ground is very fa- 
vorable for work and the reception of 


seed, on low lands and fields that are. 


naturally wet and late, over much of our 
district the top of the ground is too dry 
and seeds fail to germinate as they 
should. Cool winds have prevailed and 
several nights have given white frosts; 
no damage of amount is reported from 
any section. 

There is still some ice and snow in the 
woods in the north, but farm work has 
been pushed as fast as possible. In the 
south a great part of the seeding and 
considerable planting has been done. 
Fruit is just coming into bloom, and gen- 
erally promises well. 

Boston Baptists’ New Home. 

Boston, May 4.—The new Tremont 
Temple, the largest and most magnifi- 
cent Baptist house of worship in New 
England, was thronged all day yester- 
day and last evening, it being the open- 
ing of the week of dedication. In the 
‘course of his dedicatory sermon, the pas- 
tor, Rev. Dr. George C. Lorimer, an- 
nounced that the building and appoint- 
ments had cost $510,000, and this, with 
the value of the land upon which the 
temple was erected, brought the value of 
the property to over $1,000,000. The serv- 
ice opened with a doxology, followed by 
the invocation, which was asked by Rev. 
Dr. William Howe. Dr. Lorimer then 
led in a responsive reading, entitled, 
“God and His Temple.” Rev. A. J. Row- 
land, D.D., of Philadelphia, read Psalm 
cxxxli. The statement of the chairman 
of the building committee was read, after 
which Rev. J. N. Murdock made the dedi- 
catory prayer. The musical portion of 
the service was superbly conducted, and 
was very beautiful. The exercises will 
continue throughout the coming week. 


Relatives Overcome With Grief. 

New York, May 7.—The scenes at the 
funeral of Mrs. Kate Stokes-Stetson, 
widow of the late John Stetson, the 
millionaire theatrical manager, in the 
Church of the Transfigeration, yester- 
day, were extremely pathetic. Mrs. 
Emma Stokes, the aged mother, and 
Mrs. Tinsley, youngest sister of the de- 
ceased, were unable to restrain their 
pent-up grief. During the services Mrs. 
Tinsley fainted and revived soon after- 
ward. Mrs. Emma Stokes, the mother, 
also fainted, and was carried from the 
church. Mrs. Tinsley fainted again on 
leaving the edifice. The interment took 
place at Woodlawn. The body was 
placed temporarily in the receiving 
vault, and will be interred later beside 
the body of her father, James Stokes, in 
the Stokes family lot. 


Strikers Stand Firm. 

Boston, May 6—The hoisting and 
portable engineers now on strike here 
claim that six of the contractors are al- 
ready willing to agree to the demands, 
as they are all reported in a condition 
which will become serious if the strike 
is prolonged, as a general call may be 
issued to the Building Trades council, 
which would paralyze building through- 
out the city. The strikers have refused 
to submit the matter to arbitration, and 
demand an eight-hour day, with in- 
creased wages, or a continuance of the 
strike. 


Order Was Obeyed. 

Weymouth, Mass., May 4.—The drug 
stores and waiting rooms maintained 
dry soda fountains yesterday, in pursu- 
ance to the orders of the authorities. 
Scores of wheelmen passed through the 
town, but were unable to quench their 
thirst at the soda fountains, and those 
who had forgotten to bring along a sup- 
ply of the weed were obliged to defer 
smoking until they reached some other 
town. No cigars, no soda, no soft drinks 
of any kind was the order, and a ma- 
jority of the dealers lived up to it. 


Forest Holme Badly Damaged. 

Provincetown, Mass., May 7. — The 
Fritish steamer Forest Holme, which 
struck on Peak Hill bars Tuesday nig..t, 
floated off yesterday and sailed for Bos- 
ton last night. She struck during a 
thick fog, and was exposed to the heavy 
northeaster for 10 hours. The steamer 
is seriously strained, and it is feared her 
bottom is badly damagd. She has a 
cargo of 670u boxes and 10,000 half boxes 
of oranges, and 20,000 boxes of lemons. 


Charles Vogel’s Windfall. 

New Britain, Conn., May 6.—-Charles 
Vogel, an employe at the factories of 
the Stanley Rule and Level company, 
yesterday received a letter from the 
mayor of Leon, France, stating that his 
uncle had died, leaving an estate of 
$1,000,000. Vogel is named as an heir, 
and the executor, without bonds. A 
year ago, Vogel was found on the streets 
of this city, poorly clad and in an un- 
conscious congition. 


Over to American Federation, 

Lawrence; Mass., May 7.—At the clos- 
ing session of the National textile work- 
ers’ convention, it was voted to have the 
body identify itself with the American 
Federation of Labor. Ex-Secretary 
Cahill was elected a delegate to the in- 
ternational convention, to be held in 
France. A resolution was passed advo- 
cating the principles of socialist labor. 


Whaleboats For Cubans. 

New Bedford, Mass., May 7.—All the 
old whale boats that could be found in 
tl is vicinity were yesterday sold by John 
McCullough, a whaling merchant, to a 
New Yorker, reported to be an agent 
for the Cuban junta. The boats were 
shipped for New York last night. 


Negro Suspected of Murder. 
Washington, May 7.—The police are 
now certain that they are on the trail of 
the murderer of Elsie Kreglo. Irwin L. 
Ford, a powerful negro, six feet tall, 
is thought to be the man, and detectives 
are now out in pursuit of him. The evi- 
dence is strongly against him. 
To Be Let Off With Fines. 
Joharnesburg, May 7.—The Digger's 
News says that the sentences imposed 
upon the convicted members of the re- 
form committee will be reduced to nomi- 


pal fines, that part of the sentences pre- 


seribing imprisonment and subsequent 
banishment being revoked. 
Kaapp In Constantinople. 

Constantinople, May 7.—Rev. George 
B. Knapp, the American missionary, 
who was expelled from Bitlis by the 
Turkish authorities, has arrived here in 
good health. 


GRAPE AND BERRY CART. 


& Convenient One Horse Affair That ‘s 
Cheaply and Easily Constructed. 

A very handy cart for use in vine- 
yards and berry fields is éasily conetruct- 
ed from the wheels and shaft of a worn- 
out mowing machine, with the simple 
addition of a box of proper size and 
thills, which any one Bandy with tools 
can easily construct. The general form 
and arrangement are shown ina sketch, 
originally drawn for The Farm and 
Fireside, which thus describes it: 

The box should be 6 feet in length, 
at least a foot in height and rather 
wide, the width of course depending upon 
the length of the axle.

| Christian Church was held in the house 


of Stephen Dinsmore, corner of Main and 
Chestnut. Streets, The result cf this 
meeting was that on May 7, 1846, this 
church was organized by an ecclesiastical 
council with forty-four members Its 
stand against slavery was very pro- 
nounced and it took free and independent 
ground, excluding from its fellowship 
“persons who manufacture, éell or use 
intoxicating drinks as. a beverage. slave- 
holders aud apologists for ;slavery, as not 
practically honoring Christ.’ From that 
time on, the church has kept on growing 
in numbers and influence until now it 
holds an important place among Andov- 
er’s churches. 

It was very appropriate that the oe- 
casion of the arrival of its fiftieth birth- 
day should be honored by some special 
observance and yesterday afternoon and 
evening a very pleasant and most success- 
ful celebration was held at the church. 
A beautiful day combined with the many 
other pleasant associations to make it an 
event long to be remembered by all who 
took part in it and all who were present. 
It was like the reuniting of one large 
happy family, and old and young en. 
juyed it alike. 

The interior of the church was hand- 
somely decoroted with potted plants and 
flowers by Florist Millett, and on the 
windows at each side of the pulpit were 
the large figures 1846-1896, 

The exercises began at three o’clock in 
the afternoon with an organ voluntary 
and an anthem, “‘O, For a Shout of Joy,” 
by the choir, Prof, Gearge F. Wright 
asked the invocation, the pastor, Rev. F. 
A. Wilson spoke words of welcome and 
Prof. J. W. Churchill read from the 
scriptures’ After ahymn, Rev. William 
G. Poor of Keene, N, H., delivered the 
historical address. It was a remarkably 
strong, able and interesting production. 
An outline of the history of the church 
from its inception down to the present 
time was drawn in the clearest manner 
possible and the closest attention of the 
audience was held through it all. The 
following brief extract is made from it: 


“Yeomen had founded Andover in 1646 
Her people had steadily grown well to do. 
The rapid waters of the Sbawsheen 
turned here and there a mill stone, drove 
here and there a saw. Farms became 

roductive, other activeness rewarded 

onest tvil,and by the time of the siruggle 
for liberty, Andover was thriving sturdily 
through the times that tried meu’s souls. 
Rev. Dr. Samuel Phillips, pastor of the 
Old South Church tor sixty years (1710- 
1771), did not the least goud in giving to 
the State such sons Was the Revulu- 
tionary Army short of ammunition, pow- 
der came from the Andover Powder Mill, 
and even before the ciose of the struggle 
the historic Academy was incorporated, 
and provisions begun for the young men 
for the ministry of the Gospel. The 
nineteenth century dawned. ‘The town 
was busy, in the defense of the faith, in 
the defense of the flag. The haystack 
prayer meeting at Wilhamstown was 
now carried on with increasing interest 
on Andover Hill. Great Gospel enthu- 
siasms, weighty theological debates, kept 
pace with new business interests and 
wider educational pians. Abbot Acad- 
emy was started. And the town which 
had begun with sturdy yeomen had com. 
pleted two centuries, proved its patriot- 
ism, incarnated the New Englind idea of 
education, strengthened the commun 
wealth, and sent eager men of Goud 
throughout New England, across the seas, 
and was beginniug to send them into the 
unknown rapidly colonizing West. Fitty 
years ago, luok at her, noble old Andover. 
As sturdy as ever, patiivtic, industrious, 
classic, Christian! The very struggles 
which had bound her mother State to the 
Old Dominivn bad blinded her eyes tu 
Virginia's glaring fault. The slave-earned 
wealth of the South paid tribute to her 
cultuie and her zeal fur men, and so her 
very Christian eagerness overluuked the 
oppression of the black man, or passed. it 
lightly by, quoting the curse on Canaan. 

“But the tap of the auctioneer’s ham- 
mer, the bresking of hearts, the rending 
ot homes, the mvans of women and, the 
cries of children, the swing and blow of 
the overseer’s whip,—these sounds con 
nested with the multiplying of a race by 
enforced prostitution, mingled with the 
ery of bloud irom the ground, were the 
mutterings vf coming judgment. ‘There 
were sume who heard, but they were few 
And the powerful wealth of the South, 
and their threat of dissolving the Union 
awed many who would otherwise have 
spoken out their convictions; while oth- 
ers who at heart detested slavery op- 
pused those who uiged its immediate 
abolition. Such was the Old Bay State, 
such was our old town when she had 
rounded ont her two centuries, ~ 

“But could God permit the upright 
town to remain such? Shall she keep 

yace With Christ in many ways to lag be- 

hind in this? Whenee could come the 
sufficient influeuce within to institute 
the change? He who had nurtured the 
family vf Phillips, He who had grooved 
the channel for yonder stream, He who 
had moulded the hills of Scuuland, knew. 
Little longer can Andover be silent, or 
faintly apologize for ‘that sum of all 
villainies.” 1346! Marcus Whitman bas 
made bis wonderful 1ide through snow 
and ice from Wall-walia to Washington 
and raved the Oregon cuuntry. Juhn ¢, 
Fremont has presented Califurnia to the 
nation, Which is soon carrying on an 
armed dispute with Mexico, as a result 
of which our territory enlarges to its 
present area. The South co vends that 
a large portion of this new land shail be- 
come slave states. and the halls of the 
tenate ring with the vehement demands 
of John C. Caihouvn, and the argumeuts 
of Henry Clay. 

“Many ,in this assembly can hardly real 
ize how feeble was the sentiment of the 
North in those days. ‘The President of 
Brown University published a book urg- 
ing that the quest on of slavery be not 
agitated ;a bishop inthe M. E. Church 
ot New England defended the right to 
hold slaves by what we call the Golden 
Rule ! While Presbyterians, Episcopa- 
lians, Unitarians, _ Universalisis and 
Quakers, usually as wide apart as the 
poles, were cordially as one in the con- 
templation of the southern “form of 
economic subordination.” And throagh- 
out the North mort pastors in influen- 
tikl pulpits so preached Christ as not to 
offend the devil of the South. Fifty 


years ago, little had occurred to help the 
sentimeut against slavery. The infamous 
“Fugitive Slave Law’ had not yet 
aroused the North; ‘Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin’ was yet to fire the hearts of the 
people; and the Died Scutt case and the 
arguments of Abraham Lincoln were a 
long decade distant. 

“But God had trained in Scotland the 
men for hel ing Andover. And, as in 
those scenes in Judea first testifying of 
the Christ, here were two Johns, and one 
of them had a brother James. And 
men with Christian wives were there, 
having the freedom of the hills in their-~ 
lungs and tbe freedom of the Son. in 
their souls. 

“Charles Carleton Coffin declares that 
when young Abe Lincoln saw the slave- 
pen and auction block in New Orleans he 
uttered a great vow against slavery. So 
@ visit to the South fired the heart of an 
Andover manufacturer. But he was sit- 
uated so that he could do no more than 
vow. 
thy and advice, but found it not The 
Sentch character could not be idle before 
so great an evil, and soon with James 
and the other Jobn, their families and 
some others, they began to hold on Sun- 
day mertings at their homes. They 
were in church, and loved its fellowship, 
but their convictions commanded them 
to leave it, en without a quarrel, In ad- 
vance of public sentiment they certainly 
were, not only on the slavery question 
but on the question of abstinence, in the 
demand for high Christian moia!s, while 
incertain phases of the labor problem 
they were ahead of much Christian prac- 
tice of this day.” ; 

The afternoon exercises closed with 
prayer by Rev. Wm. B. Brown, a bymn 
and benediction. 

At 6 o’clock this large family gathered 
around the festive board in the vestry 
and partook of a bountiful collation 
supplied by the ladies of the church. 

At 7.30, the;time for the evening ser- 
vice, nearly every seat in the cburch was 
taken. The choir sang “In God is our 
Trust,’ from the cantata of Daniel. 
Responsive readings were led by Rev. 
Geerge A. Jackson of Swampscott and 
Prof. Smyth of the Seminary offered 
prayer. Then came a series of addresses 
by former pastors and old members of 
the church The first was by Rev. Wm. 
B. Brown of Orange, N. J., the third pas- 
tor from 1850 to 1855. Mr. Brown, who 
is now on the verge of 80 years of age, 
spoke very touchingly of his connection 
-with the church and of his life since.leav- 
ing it. Prof. Geo. F. Wright, pastor from 
1872 to 1881, Rev F. B. Makepeace from 
1881 to 1888 and Rev. E. Winchester 
Donald, who received his early church 
training here, followed Mr. Brown with 
some interesting personal recollections of 
their lives, as connected with the church 

Rev. F. R. Shipman of the South 
Chuich spoke interestingly of the con- 
nectiun of the two churches and at the 
conclusion of his remarks in behalf of 
the Suuth Church presented Mr. Wilson, 
for the Free Church, with four handsome 
silver communion mugs, as a token of 
continued fellowship. Mr. Wilson re- 
ceived them for the Free Church in a 
few grateful remarks. 

, After another anthem, Dea. Wm. C. 
Donald, one of the two living founders 
of the church, was called upon and he 
spoke as fullows: 
Mk. PRESIDENT: 

lappear betore you as one of the two 
surviving charter members of the Free 
Christiau Chuich, oi ganized fifty years 
ago to-day. Forty-four of us commenced 
the race; all have falien except one, who 
has vot identitied himself with us for 
many years, and myself, 

We banded ourselves together and took 
counsel of one avother and of God as to 
how we could honor Him and do some- 
thing for the liberation of three million 
of our brethren heid in slavery iv the 
South. After much prayer and confer- 
ence, we came to the conclusion that we 


must come vut from the other churches |, 


that apologized for slavery and received 
slavehuldeis into their communion. 

The piime movers of tbe enterprise 
were Mr.and Mrs. John Smith, whose 
strong faith and love for the cause, added 
to their very liberal pecuniary aid, made 
the undertaking possible; so that with 
the cu-operatiun of the other forty- 
two members, we started on gur course 
feeling that we had the approval of G 
and vur own consciences. We held 
monthly anti-slavery prayer meetings in 
thuse days, as well as weekly meetings, 
and although we believed in prayer, we 
sometimes cried ou 5O, Lord, how long!’ 

Fifty years ago to-day we assembled at 
the house of Stephen Viusmure, co: ner uf 
Main and Chestnut Streets (the old Cap- 
tain Joseph Kicbardsun house), and laid 
the foundation of the Free Christian 
Church, the association having been 
formed some time previous. Public wor- 
ship and Sunday Schvol had commenced 
three months before. A council ot three 
ministers was called, one trum Boston, 
one from Haverhill, and one from the 
West. Ministers in those days who sym. 
pathized with us were scaice, There 
was hot One minister in the town of An- 
dover to bid us Gudspeed We were 
looked upon as the Salvation Army 
were when they first came here, and like 
them we were “lung agu recognized as 
workers for God aud humanity. 

So we were organized with the Rev. 
Elijah Carpenter Winchester as our lead- 
er aud pastor. We have bceu fortuvate 
iv having a succession of good faithful 
ministers of marked abilicy, and nut the 
least amovg them is the present incum 
bent. 

Although the church was made up of 
different shades of belief as well as from 
ditftrent nations, we have lived in har- 
mony for fifty years. God grant that 
the cordial relatio s now existing be 
tween the Free Church and the other 
churches in town may grow stronger and 
stiOuger as time gocs uu! 

Brief remarks were a!so made by Geo. 
W. W. Dove, Dea. J. Newton Cole and 
Dea. Joseph W. Smith. Mr. Smith 
showed a banner, carried by anti-slavery 
sympathizers fifty years years ago, which 
was of parti-uar interest, as it stood for 
the prineipies of the original members of 
the church — Prof. Taylor pionvuuced 
the b: nediction '

Diusmere, in whose house the first meet 
iug was held, at.d a Mis. Eaton, who sang 
at the dedication uf the chuich. :

PRUNING FLOWERING SHRUBS. 


€ommon Sense Advice From Excellent 
Authority In All Such Matters. 

How to prune the shrubs is a question 
that comes up at thisseason. It is a bad 
plan to trim them up to have trunks like 
trees, as one sumetimes sees in the case 
of lilacs, mock oranges and cancers. Na- 
ture clearly designed that the shrubs 
should be densely furnished with branch- 
es to the ground. A principle got to be 
lost sight of in pruning is hilowing the 
peculiar habit possessed by each shrub 
to appear at its best. In pruning one 
must bear in mind, also, the difference 
in shrubs as regards the wood from 
which the bloom proceeds, writes Elias 
A. Long in American Gardening. He 
explains as follows: | 

Take the forsythias, flowering al- 
monds, plhims and currants, Japan 
quince, plum leaved and other early 
flowering spires, bush honeysuckles, 
deutzias, weigelas, mock oranges, vi- 
burnums and dogwoods. On these the 
flowers appear along the branches of 
last year’s wood. If therefore one cuts 
back the shoots of these at the early 
spring pruning time, it is at the expense 
of just so much bloom. The proper time 
to trim such kinds is immediately after 
the flowering season, and before the new 
shoots which will bear the next year’s 
bloom have pushed ‘out. At that time 
the old wood may be cut back one-third 
or more, or else be cut out entirely here 
and there if the shrub be scraggy. New 
shoots will come forth with vigor and 
all appearance of the shortening will be 
lost. The panicle flowered hydrangea, 
the althzas or rose of Sharon, the 
burning bush, late flowering spiraas, 
coronillas, hypericums and most kinds 
of roses constitute another cluss, bloom- 
ing upon the growth of the present sea- 
son. Such may belosely cut back and 
thinned in the spring, with the result 
that the bloom will be the finer there- 
for. The panicled hydrangea especially 
may have the last year’s shoots cut back 
two-thirds of their length, the other 
kinds from one-third to one-half of the 
length. In work of this kind one soon 
learns by experience and observation. 
The fact should not be lost sight of that 
each species has its own natural habit, 
and whatever cutting is done should be 
with a view to emphasize this rather 
than otherwise. 


When to Transplant. 

A general answer to the query, ‘‘When 
is it best to transplant?’ is in the fall for 
the more southern states, in the spring 
for colder climates. The fact is, how- 
ever, that it is not so much a question 
of when to transplant as how to trans- 
plant, says Rural New Yorker. We do 
not hesitate to transplant in June, July, 
August or Septeniber, no matter what 
the weather may be, and this, too, with- 
out cutting back or removing a leaf. We 
must preserve the roots without exposing 
them for any length of time to the air 
or sunlight. We must supply the roots 
with all needed moisture until they 
‘“‘take hold’’ of the soil of their new 
home... That. is all... See to, it that the 
roots are carefully preserved from injury 
and that they have all the water and 
shade required until the removed plant 
had evidently taken to its new home. 


One of the Seed Novelties. 

Centaurea marguerite is one of the 
seed novelties this year, and as it comes 
highly recommended we. here reproduce 
a sketch of it from Gardening. 

We read that it is ‘‘a new variety 
worthy of extensive cultivation, super- 
seding all the old varieties of centaurea 
and bearing flowers in great profusion. 
These are pure white, beautifully scent- 
ed, and in form resemble the common

yellow sultan. They are simply invalu- 
able for cutting purposes. It is a hardy 
anpual, and for a succession of bloom 
till frost sow at different times from the 


end of March to July. Height, 2 feet. 
It is a form of the well known yellow 
sweet sultan (Centaurea suaveolens), 
and, as its descriptive name might indi- 
eate, it was raised in Italy.”’ 


Floral Notes. 

Carnation culture demands knowledge 

of the habits, requirements and diseases 
of the plant, unceasing watchfulness 
and unremitting labor. 
Clematis paniculata is a beautiful, 
hardy vine and easy to grow. 
Numbered with gladioli that give 
desirable results are Sbekespeare, Eu- 
gene Scribe, Lord Byron, Addison, Mey- 
erbeer, Napoleon ILI, Mary Stuart and 
Le Poussin. «, 
Maidenhair fern requires a_ light, 
rich soil, such as leaf mold affords. 
The forgetmenot, or myosotis, requires 

® somewhat shady location and deep, 
tich soil. 
Give the rose plants a liberal applica- 
tion of manure each spring. 
The brightest type of the pink family 
is the earnation. 
Most roses do better if moderately 
pruned. Asa rule, the more vigorous 
the variety the less it should be praned. 


YAWN IN A MAIDEN SPEECH. 


Aa Incident Which Typifies the Sleepiness 
of the English Commons. 

The occasion of making one’s maiden 
speech is hardly the time one would ex- 
pect a legislator to select for giving 
vent. -to.a yawn. It is nevertheless on 
record that some 30 years ago, when 
the present Duke of Devonshire, then 
Lord Hartington, was making his maid- 
en speech in the house of commons he 
visibly yawned, and Mr. Disraeli, whose 
keen eye noted the cccurrence, is ac- 
credited with having made the remark 
that ‘‘a man who can yawn in the midst 
of his maiden speech is capable of rising 
to the highest position in this house.’’ 

Since his transference to- the upper 
house the noble duke has probably found 
even more facilities than existed in the 
commons for dozing. 

Mr. Gladstone used to be a frequent 
offender in the’ same direction. The 
Grand Old Man was often lost to all 
consciousness of what was going on 
around him, and yet, marvelous to re- 
late, after quietly nodding away 
through a portion of a debate, he would 
wake up, deliver himself of a big, long 
yawn, and then make a speech which, 
for lucidity and power of argumenr, 
would seem to imply that he had heard 
every word that had been spokcn 
throughout the debate. 

Mr. Chamberlain and Sir William 
Harcourt often appear to be fast asleep, 
but it is doubtful if either of them ever 
Teally Icses touch of what is going on 
around him. 

The habit of tilting the hat well over 
the eyes and sitting with bowed head 
and legs crossed one over the other is 
one which appears to find much favor 
with a large number of members in each 
succeeding house of commons, but it 
will always be a moot point whether 
they really go to sleep or merely ‘‘make 
believe fo,’’ as children say. At all 
events, it is noticeable that they never 
seem at a loss for a word or sentence 
when the time comes for them to rise 
up in their places. 

Putting all others out of the question, 
however, the champion sleeper of th2 
house is Sir Richard Temple, who goes 
to sleep at all times and under all sorts 
of conditions. At times he appears to 
be anxious to ward off the feeling of 
somnolency which is obviously obtair- 
ing the mastery over him, but the ct- 
fort is all in vain and his head will in- 
sist on falling upon his breast. 

How his hat ever remains upon his 
head, seeing the dislocatory swerves 
and strange movements the latter as- 
sumes from time to time, is a matter 
for wonderment. —Pearson’s Weekly.

The great 
brown kite sits fearlessly on the roofs 
of Cairo, hard by his cousin, the crow, 
which is not black, like our czow, but 
is black and gray, and might easily be 
mistaken for a pigeon. Every large gar- 
den—at any rate in upper Egypt—has 
its. owl frequenting a tall palm tree 
and hooting or whistling as nature 
guides it.—Exchange. 


Cathode Rays Not as Bright as a Candle

The catho-'> 
rays are intense, however, to the photo- 
graphic plate, which can be termed the 
photographic eye. — Professor Jol..: 
Trowbridge in Scribner’s.

Short Talk About Strawberries. 

When planting strawberries in the 
spring, it is important, if the pestilate 
varieties are used, that the staminate 
varieties, which will be needed to fer- 
tilize them, should blossom at the same 
time. As American Cultivator explains, 
there is a difference of two or three 
weeks in. the time when strawberry 
plants blossom, and if early pestilate 
and late hermaphrodite varieties are 
planted side by side it may result in a 
great many of the stamens aborting and 
producing no fruit,

as named by Rural New Yorker, are: 
Beder Wood (bisexual), Beverly (b), 
Bubach (pistillate), Brandywine (b), 
Crescent (p), Cumberland (b), Enhance 
(b), Gandy (b), Gre@ville (p), Hav- 
erland (p), Lovett’s Karly (b), Mar- 
shall (b), Parker Earle (b), Sharpless 
(p), Shuster’s Gem (p), Timbrell (p). 
Beder Wood blooms in Bergen county, 
N. J., about May 1; Beverly and Bu- 
bach, May 5; Brandywine, May 7;

Belief of Italians Concerning 
Giovanni Quaranto. 


Belonged to a Society Which Worshipped 
the Evil ‘me-—-Proof Against Bullets 
and Poiso«w, but Not Against Drowning. 


Providence, May 4. — The Quaranta 
murder mystery may soon be explained, 
due to the exertions of Count Alberto, 
the Italian vice consul at New York, and 
Dr. M. A. Spagnolo of this city. The dis- 
coveries made by these gentlemen are 
described in Coroner Lincoln's report. 

Quaranta was an Italian laborer, re- 
siding in the Charles street colony. He 
was employed by the city street depart- 
ment under the name of John Foye. 
Late last August he mysteriously dis- 
appeared, his body being afterward 
found in Leonard pond. A long section 
of heavy iron pipe had been attached to 
his body, his skull had been fractured by 
a blow from a club, and the autopsy 
brought out the fact that he had been 
alive when he struck the water. But the 
police came to the opinion that the man 
had committed suicide, and dropped the 
case, 

According to the general belief, Gio- 
vanni Quaranta was a man of mystery. 
All his neighbors believed that he had 
sold his soul to the devil. They said that 
he had a strange influence over them. 

This was :xplained in the investiga- 
tion made by Count Alberto and Dr. 
Spagnolo, when a black book, found in 
the man’s trunk, was discovered to be 
the manual of a secret society of devil 
worshippers. Complete rules are given. 
When the devil appeared he would pre- 
sent a compact to the would-be devotee, 
and would agree to serve him in every

Blood Right, I command you to come to me in accord- 


ance with your agreement, without loud 
noise or vile. smell, that you may hear 
my wishes and that you may grant 
them.” 2 

The book then provides that if the 
devil does not appear, the devotee shall 
say: “O, Great Lucifer, I have called 
upon you and you have not answered If 
you do not come now, by the power of 
this compact I shall give you no rest, 
wherever you may _ be until you answer 
me,” 

In the trunk with this volume was a 
blank book, filled with letters addresed 
to the evil one. and in this book was also 
found the compact alleged to have been 
made between Quaranta and Lucifer 
himself. ‘The autograph of the Prince of 
Devils corresponds with that shown in 
the original black book. 

Rules are also given for the protection 
of the life of the devil’s servant, and the 
hieroglyphics shown by the coroner are 
said to have been found tattooed upon 
‘the body of the dead man. By the use of 
these it was imagined that his life was 
secure from death by steel, poison or 
bullets. 

Long before his disappearance it was 
common talk in the North End that 
Quaranta was a man to be avoided. One 
said that he raised a thunder storm of 
great violence, and according to another 
he had shown him the devil and offered 
to allow him to talk with him, but thé 
man became frightened and ran away. 

If it had not been for the two Italian 
gentlemen the mystery might never have 
reached the present step toward solu- 
tion. While no names are as yet men- 
tioned as those of the probable murder- 
ers, it is stated that there is good evi- 
dence as to their identity. 

Quaranta came from Italy but a few 
years ago. and left a wife and children 
there. Up to the time of his death he 
sent them the greater part of his wages, 
and the Italian consul at New York is 
now in communication with them.

Burned to Death. 

Cheshire, Mass., May 4.—In an at- 
tempt to save property, Frank Welch 
last night lost his life in a fire that dam- 
aged the Hoosac Valley hotel. Welch 
had been left in charge of the hotel by 
his brother, the proprietor. He rushed 
into the office, it is presumed, to save the 
books and money. When he did not re- 
appear, firemen made their way in and 
found him badly burned and dead.

PISTOL AND KNIFE. 


Edgar Plant Bears Stigma of a Double 
Marder and Suicide. 


Gi rat Barrington, Mass., May 5.—One 
of the most horrible tragedies that can 
be charged to the account of Berkshire 
county was enacted @gsterday, about 11 
o’clock, in the village of Clayton, when 
Eagar C. Plant, 20 years of age, shot and 
killed his young wife, whom he was 
forced to marry less than three weeks 
ago, stabbed his infant child, and then. 
three hours later, put a bullet through 
his own heart. 

After committing the deed, young 
Plant, revolver in hand. went to the fac- 
tory and told his father what he had 
done, inquiring at the same time for 
Harry Lyall, the bookkeeper, against 
whom he had some grudge. He was un- 
able to find Lyall, however, and then 
went to the bank of Konkapot river, 
where he lay down and ate some food 
that he had induced a boy to bring him. 

Meanwhile, news of the tragedy had 
spread, and.a crowd of excited towns- 
people attempted to capture the mur- 
derer, whose whereabouts had been 
quickly learned, With his revolver, how- 
ever, he kept the crowd back. Great 
Larrington officers had been apprised 
of the murder, and Deputy Sheriffs 
Norton, Cropper and Douglass started 
for the scene with all possible haste, 
Plant threatened to kill the first man 
who attempted to lay a hand on him, 
but the officers closed in upon him, and 
seeing that capture was inevitable, he 
fired a bullet into his left side, fell to the 
ground and rolled down the bank into 
the river. 

Deputy Sheriff Cropper, not knowing 
the nature of his wound, called to him to 
come out of the water, to which Plant 
replied, “I can’t, I’m dead,” and disap- 
peared beneath the surface. When the 
deputy sheriff took him out a moment 
later he was, in truth, dead. 


Made and Lost Fortunes, 

New Haven, May 7.—Word was re- 
ceived here last night of the death of 
Cornelius S. Bushnell of this city at the 
San Remo hotel, New York, aged 67 
years. His death was caused by heart 
failure. Deceased had a world-wide 
reputation through his connection with 
Jchn Ericsson, the roted inventor, and 
furnished the latter with funds to build 
the famous Monitor. He furnished a 
large portion of the funds for building 
the Union Pacific railroad, and was one 
of the road’s first directors. He also 
furnished the necessary money to build 
the warship Destroyer, which was after- 
ward. sold to the Brazilian government. 
Mr. Bushnell has made and lost several 
fortunes, + 


Embezzier Foster Sentenced. 

Concord, N. H., May 6.—Albert I. Fos- 
ter, Concord’s embezzling ex-collector, 
pleaded nolo on two indictments in the 
supreme court yesterday, and was sen- 
tenced by Judge Chase to five years in 
prison on one indictment, and two years 
on the other, the latter to begin at the 
expiration of the formersentence. Fos- 
ter took his sentence coolly, and was con- 
veyed to prison from the courtroom 
without delay. His bondsmen expect to 
be called upon to make good his steal- 
ings, which, it is estimated, will aggre- 
gate upwards of $35,000. 


Freshmen Fooled Old-Timera, 

Cambridge, Mass., May 5.—The an- 
nual Harvard class races on the Charles 
last night- resulted in one of the biggest 
surprises in years. The freshman eight, 
to the great surprise of everyone who 
had followed the crews this year, and 
for the second time in the annals or Har- 
vard aquatics, won out handily, rowing 
with a high stroke and excellent water- 
manship. The senior crew, with its six 
ex-’varsity oarsmen, was the prime 
favorite. The freshmen were not even 
expected to finish third. 


The Central Vermont Troubles, 
Brattleboro, Vt., May 6.—Before United 
States District Judge Wheeler, yester- 
day, the Rutland Railroad company 
petitioned to compel the Central Ver- 
mont receivers to pay the rent overdue 
on their lease of said road, and, if not 
paid, to surrender the road. The court 
ordered that the road be surrendered 
Thursday next, at midnight. The Rut- 
land road, therefore, will operate its 
roads after that date. The Central Ver- 
mont has operated this road for 25 
years. 
Vinal Retracts His Statement.

Ernest Johnson the Assailant of 
Gilligan. 


Following all too closely upon the 
Gunther shooting affair comes an’ exhi- 
bition of rowdyism to disturb the peace 
of the town and arouse the indignation of 
the people, this time not in a “dark and 
lonely” highway, but rather on one of 


our principal'and we}l lighted through- 


fares, and almost within shadow of the 
building within which justice is sup- 
posed to be meted out. 

The circumstances as related by. John 
Gilligan, a spinner in Stevens MIll, for 


, about two mouths, are in substance as 


follows: 


On several occasions within the past 


two or e, weeks while coming from 
Stevens, Village.and passing through 
Water Street, in the parish, he has been 


annoyed by.a crowd of boys, gener ally 
located on the opposite side of the street, 
near Currier’s grocery store, hooting, 
calling him. names or throwing missiles, at 


him, without cause. 


Friday night while talking wjth, ac- 


quaintances near the police station, 
about 8.30 o'clock, from out of a‘tom- 
pany of boys coming from the direction 
of Currier’s store, one, whom he claims 
twas Patrick Regan, stepped forth and 
kicked him. He chased him a few feet 
toward the road, when he received a blow 
upon the, head from a cudgel which 
felled him to the ground, Partially re- 
covering his senses, he rose and stag- 
gered to the door of the Selectmen's of- 
fice, which is the last that he remembers 
until he found hitnself within the ‘buiia- 
ing, being temporarily cared for by Of- 
ticer Coan and others. Later he was 
taken to the_home of Trial Justice Frye, 
to whom he told the circumstances and 
afterward Officer Coan went with him hs 
far as Nason’s Corner and friends accom- 
panied him home. 

Dr. Smith was called and dressed the 
injury, quite a severe scalp wound on the 
left side of the head. 

In consequence of what became known 
tothe authorities, Ernest Johnson, son 
of William R. Johnson of Church Street, 
was summoned to appear in court at 8 
o’clock Tuesday morning, to answer to 
the charge of assault and battery ; this 
he did, and having pleaded guilty to the 
allegation, was ordered to pay a fine of 
$5. Thefine was paid. The witnesses 
summoned for the plaintiff were W. 
Stone, James Welch, Harry Fifield and 
the complainant Gilligan, none of whom 
were questioned in court. 

The opinion expressed by Chief Robin- 
son that it would be a good lesson, dif- 
fered from that of Officer Coan who con- 
sidered that a salutary effect,as the lesson 


would not amount to a row of pins, as - 
the admonitions or the threats of the po- 


lice had not the least effect upon the 
hoodlums, in spite of Selectmen's no- 
tices or anything else. 

A moé} healthful influence would have 
been to secure the entire company of as- 
sailants and accessories and aside from 
the principals, placed the others on pro- 
bation.
